There was a brief controversy over 
the proposed recognition of the pro- 
gressive league clubs, an organization 
said to have grown out of the Inde- 
penence League movement started by 
William Randolph Hurst.

Vice Chairman Hall, of Nebraska, and 
Secretary Uray Woodson, of Kentucky, 
will be ex-officio members of this 
subcommittee, and there will be seven 
additional members to be named later 
by Mr. Mack. | 

The Primary Resolution. 

The primary resolution adopted was 
a modification of one proposed by Sen- 
ator Chamberlain, of Oregon. It was 
framed by a subcommittee, headed by 
Clark Howell, and was as follows: 

“That in the choice of deelgates and 
alternates the national democratic con- 
vention of 1912, the democratic state 
or territorial committees may, if not 
otherwise directed by law of such 
states or territories, provide for the 
direct election of such delegates or 
alternates if, in the opinion of the re- 


spective committees, it is deemed de- 
to do so with 
proper and sufficient safeguards. 
Where such provision is not made by 
the respective committees for the 
choice of delegates and alternates, and 
where the state laws do not provide 
specifically the manner of such choice, 
then the delegates and alternates to 
the said national convention shall be 
chosen in the manner that governed

Baltimore Wins Convention. 

Baltimore led in the fight for the 
convention from the very first, but two 
ballots were required before St. Louis 
succumbed. Then the vote was made 
unanlnous. The Baltimore bid was 
accompanied by a certified check for 
$100,000. 

‘The date of the convention—June 
25, suggested by F. B. Lynch, of Min- 
nesota—was unanimous. 

The first ballot for the convention 
city gave Baltimore 25 votes And St. 
Louis 19, with scattering votes for 
Denver, Chicago and New York. On 
the second ballot Baltimore had 29 
votes, a majority of the committee and 
sufficient. St. Louig went up to 22 
votes, but the fight for that city, car- 
ried up to the last minute, proved vain, 

The first ballot resulted as follows:

The Second Ballot. 

On the second ballot Massachusetts 
and South Dakota deserted Chicago. 
Texas left St. Louis, and New York 
gave up its fight, the four states go- 
ing to Baltimore, making the vote for 
that city 29. St. Louis gained Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky and Nebraska from 
the Chicago roll, but lost Texas to 
Baltimore, making the total of St. 
Louis 22. On the second ballot Chi- 
cago received only the vote of the 
state of Washington. On the first call 
of the roll four voteg were cast for 
Denver, but that city withdrew and 
the votes were changed to other cities. 
The vote for Baltimore was made 
unanimous. 

Members of the committee were 
late in assembling, due to the fact 
that the Jackson day banquet had 
continued until an early hour today, 
It was almost 4 o’clock this morning 
when William Jennings Bryan finish- 
ed his address and a later hour when 
the dinner guests quit the banquet 
hall in jubilant frame of mind. 

The first business transacted was 
to decide that the convention should 
be held June 25, one week after the 
republican national convention. 

Denver made the first biq for the 
convention, Charles F. Franklin, of that 
city, addressing the committee at 
length. Denver offered reasonable 
and necessary expenses for the con- 
vention and promised to be liberal Mr. 
Franklin asserted that Denver had 
the best convention hall in the coun- 
try. Chicago next had its innings. 

A Republican Introduced, 

Roger Sullivan, amid laughter and 
applause, said he had the unprece- 
dented pleasure of introducing to the 
democratic committee Fred W. Up- 
ham, of Chicago, assistant treasurer 
of the republican national committee. 
Mr. Upham argued at some length for 
Chicago, and when he had concluded 
someone proposed that he be made an 


honorary member of the democratic 
committee. 

Chicago, in addition to defraying 
the expenses of the convention, offer- 
ed a contribution of $40,000 to the 
democratic campaign fund. This an- 
nouncement caused a stir and appar- 
ently increased Chicago’s chances ma- 
terially. 

Baltimore's bid followed Chicago's. 
Representative Talbot, of Maryland, 
made the opening speech and Senator 
Rayner pursued the argument. O. F., 
Hershy spoke for Robert Crain, chair- 
man of the Baltimore committee, and 
called out a storm of cheers when he 
drew from his inside pocket a certi- 
fied check for $100,000 and. laid it 
upon the table. 

Convention to Meet In Armory. 

Baltimore, Januafy 9.—The demo- 
cratic national convention of 1912 will 
be held in the Fifth regiment armory. 
This is an imposing structure of gran- 
ite, surmounted by a vaulted roof 
rising 106 feet above the main floor. 
Having an area of 200x300 feet, the 
main, or drill hall, will seat comfort- 
ably more than 12,000 persons. 

There are two balconies, and if 
necessary, by the erection of raised 
platferme at either end of the build- 
ing the seating capacity can be in- 


creaseq to more than 20,000 persons ., 


The company rooms, twenty-one in 

number, grouped in suites, are admir- 

ably adapteg for committee rooms, 
Already Engaging Rooms. 

Baltimore, January 9.—Within an 
hour after announcement was made of 
the selection of Baltimore as the meet- 
ing place for the democratic national 
convention, requests for reservation of 
rooms at hotels began to pour in by 
telegraph. Represéntatives of Woodrow 
Wilson and Judson C. Harmon, en- 
gaged rooms late in the afternoon, 
Massachusetts and Vermont were the 
first states to get reservations for 
their delegations, Before 4 o’clock a 
number of leading newspapers 
throughout the country had engaged 
rooms. 

Col. John I. Martin, gsergeant-at- 
arms of the democratic national com- 
mittee, came here from Washington 
late this afternoon, Tomorrow he and 
Chairman Norman E, Mack will in- 
spect the Fifth regiment armory, 
which will be the convention hall.

To Appeal fer Clemency. 

Richesons counsel declared after the 
proceedings that an appeal for exec- 
utive clemency wculd follow soon and 
that every effort would be made to ob- 
tuin life imprisonment as the punish- 
ment. Upon what ground the petition 
will be based has not been decided. 

Some well-krown ‘attorneys remark- 
ed tonight that Judge Sanderson’s ac- 
tion in accepting the plea and order- 
ing it spread upon the records of the 
court might have an echo in the su- 
preme court, on the ground that a 
jury could alone accept such a plea.

A weighty consideration in favor of 
the erection of separate federal court- 
houses in this country is the im- 
portance of geveloping in the public 
a respect for law and for the tribunals 
which administer it. For every other 
department of the government public 
buildings have been provided, most of 
which are appropriate and dignified, 
and some of which are magnificent. At 
Washington the legislative branch has 
its capitol and its large new office 
building; the executive branch has its 
white house and the great buildings 
erected for the use of most of-the ex- 
ecutive departments. No American vis- 
iting Washington, as he looks on these 
splendid public buildings, fails to feel 
a pride in his country for having pro- 
vided for the public service such cred- 
itable structures. But the judécial de- 
partment of the government has never 
had any buildings provided for its ex- 
clusive use. The supreme court sits in 
@ cramped court room and oceupies an 
inadequate and inconvenient set of 
rooms in the capitol. The department 
of justice has always occupied shabby 
quarters leased from private owners.

taken for a new building for the su- 
preme court.

Is it possible to call a ma 
liberally educated, who, as a useP, 
habitually makes inferior choices 
from the fields of art, literature, re- 
ligion, applied science, convivial as- 
sociation, political leadershp and 
travel? Fortunately, We no longer 
hold the older notion that culture is 
inseparable from certain specialized 
forms of appreciation, such as ability 
to reaq Greek, speak French, recite 
sonnets, or discuss the latest fiction; 
ahd we are slowly learning to con- 
ceive it as something deeper than the 
mere possession of etiquette and a set 
of conventions.

The Difficulties of the Young 
Turk Party. 

Even if the Young Turk pariy 
control of the government, # 
enormous difficulties to face by 
son of the heterogenous comp : 
of the empire. One of the greastést 
causes of the Turkish conquests and 
rapid rise in power was in the politi- 
cal and geographical nature of the 
territory they made war against. 
Western Asia and eastern Europe were 
composed of small, weak nations, jeal- 
ous of one another, which were un- 
able to offer a united resistance to 
the foe. It remained for them to be 
united by force from without in the 
shape of Turkish domination. 

While the Turks were possessed of 
wonderful gifts as conquerors, they 
are not successful rulers; and the 
many races they have ruled over they 
have never been able to assimilate. 
Unlike Russia, which, in a similar dif- 
ficulty, has succeded in forging out a 
coherent empire, Turkey has not welki- 
ed its parts together. Its empire ex- 
ists toaay, as it did three hundred 
years ago, by force of arms alone—in 
spite of constitutional proclamations. 

To all appearances, the late Turkish 
revolution was an effort to establish a 
free Turkey with constitutional gov- 
ernment. In reality it was merely a 
substitution of a strong military par- 
ty for a single absolute ruler. It 
stands to reason that there can be no 
constitutional freedom in an Ottoman 
empire which is only one-third Otto- 


man, and of which the remaining two- . 


thirds desire nothing so much as com- 
plete separation and autonomy, 

Therefore the Young Turks were 
obliged to have recourse to tricks in 
order to keep the upper hand. They 
pretended to give free  baliot, but 
packed ‘their parliament with Young 
Turk deputies so as to win a mapori- 
ty when the entire Turkish popula- 
tion of the Ottoman empire was only 
one-third of the whole population, and 
out of this one-third only a small pro- 
portion were Young Turks,—Stanwood 
Cobb, in the January number of The 
North American Review.

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INCOME TAX LAW 
HELD TO BE VALID 


Wisconsin Supreme Court De- 
cides Measure Doesn’t Con- 
> travene Constitution. 


Madison, Wis., January 9.—Wiscon- 
Sin’s income tax law, enacted by the 
last legislature, was held constitu- 
tional by the state supreme court to- 
day. The court was unanimous in the 
decision, 

The question as to whether the 
measure did not violate the federal 
constitution in making men equal be- 
fore the law by giving exemptions 
and providing for a progressive rate 
of taxation proportionate to incomes 
and as to whether the state constitu- 
tion was not violated in a different 
rate of taxation for persons and cor- 
porations were.passed upon and the 


clauses of the law making these pro- 
visions are held not to contravene the 


constitution, 

The enforcement of the law is vested 
the state tax commission. 
‘Income’ in the law includes the 


following: 

All rent of real estate, including 
the estimnated rental of residence prop- 
erty occupied by the owner; interest 
trom money loaned or invested, wages, 
salaries or fees derived from services, 
except of public officiais; dividends 
or profits derived from stocks; royal- 
ties from franchise or legaiized privi- 
leges of any kind and all other in- 
comes not exempted, 

Pensions and postmasters salaries 
are not taxable. Incomes of incor- 
porations are issued by the state tax 
commission of individuals by the coun- 

sessors of incomes, 
nhs exemption include individual 
incomes up to $800. A husband ana 
wife are allowed $1,200, and for each 
child under 18 years of age and for 
each legal dependent an additional 
$200 is allowed. 

The rates of taxation, after making 
ex@mptions, are graduated. For the 
first $1,000 or part thereof, 1 per cent; 
the second $1,000 or part, 1% per cent, 
the tweifth $1,000 or oor 5% per cent, 
and over $12,000, 6 per cent,

Waycross, Ga., January 9.—(Special,) 
cial.)—News of plans for a big move- 
ment of homeseekers to this state 
from ‘many northwestern states was 
brought here today by H. R. Buckey 
an immigration agent of the Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Atlantic, who has just 
returned from a tour of the middle and 
north west. Mr. Buckey states that, as 
a result of the continued advertising 
Georgia is getting, this state will have 
in 1912 a tremendous amount of home- 
seeker business, and each succeeding 
year showing a steady increase. 

Discussing conditions that were 
bringing the’ people from the north- 
west, Mr. Buckey said that high prices 
of land and the extreme cold and long 
winters, coupled to the warm climate 
and fertility of Georgia soil, were the 
reasons. Comparing land values in 
some western states and in Georgia, 
Mr. Buckey showed how farmers could 
sell out at even a low market price 
in the west and buy a good-sized farm 
in Georgia from the proceeds, and then 
have something left to use as the own- 
er saw fit.

Governor Slaton expressed pleasure 
at the opportunity of speaking along 
lines which he directed his longest 
speech in the legislature in 1903, when 
he urged the passage of an act which 
put the conyicts on the roads: He al- 
luded to the recent drainage congress 
which is planning to employ scientific 
and expert service to reclaim half a 
million acres of valuable lands in 
south Georgia; he noteq the decrease 
of malaria from 61 cases to the 1,000 
population to only 8 in Illinois, where 
sicentific drainage has been employ- 
ed, while in Georgia .the docrease was 
from 56 to 51 only. He said that there 
are’ 82,006 miles. of public roads in: the 
State and that arhua!ly $4,090,000 are 
Leing spent cn those roads—convict 
labor, commutation tax, lang tax and 
bond taxes. 

Governor Slaton spoke of the uni- 
versity as the state’s central educa- 
tlonal institution, toward which the 
people of every-county sheuld look 
fcr information, for scientific knowl- 
edge. He was glad that the new de- 
pertment had been added—the good 
roads department, with laboratory 
ang experts and extension features, 
so that the road workers in every 
county could come to the state's in- 
stitution and learn just how to meet 
the problems they confrant -in 
proving, in locating, in @ting ma- 
terial to put down good roads. He 
spoke of the part’ which the good 
roaq Plays in the development of the 
typical country home—soclaliy, educa- 
tiionally, commercially, religiously. 

After the governor's address Presi- 
dent Soule, of the State Colleg> of 
Agriculture, and Chancellor Barrow, 
of the University of Georgia, made 
brief talks. ag

Of those who lost their lives, three 
men were killed by jumping from a 
coping of the roof of the structure,

No trace of his 
body had been found tonight. 

Two other men, “William Campion, 
captain of the watchmen in the Mer- 
cantile Trust Deposit vaults, and Frank 
J. Neider, a>». special oficer, whose 
bodies have not been recovered, com- 
plete the list of dead as far as known. 

The death total, however, may not 
be definitely fixed until the flames, 
which were still burning tonight, have 
been extinguished. 

Vaults Are Intact. 

Fire officials tonight made an in- 
spection of the vaults of the Equi- 
table Life Assurance Society, the 
Equitable Safe Deposit Company and 
the Mercantile Trust Company and 
found them all intact as far as out- 
ward examination could determine. The 
Equitable Life vault on the second 
floor of the building is supported by 
six steel piers and resisted the weight 
of falling ruins from the upper floors. 
Whether the. contents were damaged 
by water or heat will not be learned 
until the vaults can be opened, It was 
roughly estimated that the vaults con~- 
tained over half a billion dollars 
worth of securities, 

State Superintendent of Insurance 
Hotchkiss in a statement issued to- 
night said that the Equitable’s loss 
was not a real one as the building 
was not carried as an asset either by 
the company or the Insurance depart- 
ment. The company’s surplus there- 
fore stood tonight, he, said, substan- 
tially where it stood yesterday. The 
records of vital moment to the policy- 
holders were safe in the companys 
annex building and those lost could 
probably be largely replaced. 

Men Locked in Vaults, 


Among the injured is President wil- 
liam J. Giblin, of the Mercantile Safe 
Deposit Company, whose rescue from 
where he was imr 
prisoned, after two hours’ work by 
firemen, was @ sensational episode oO 
the fire. He had gone into a vault to 
save securities, and accidentally locked 
himself in with an employee...

Through the smashed win- 
dows of the door, he was given the 
last rites by Chaplain McGean, of the 
fire department, just as he was swal- 
lowed from view by the dense smoke,

Estimates of the Property Loss,

Building a Pioneer Skyscraper. 

Pioneer of present day skyscraper 
construction /in New York city, the 
Equitable buildimg was begun short- 
ly after the civil war and extended 
and enlarged until in 1888 it covered 
almost the entire block bounded by 
Broadway, Cedar, Pine and Nassau 
Streets and stood‘eight stories high. 
Henry B. Hyde, former president of 
the Equitable, was tresponsible for 
the “skyscraper” of that day. 

Had it not been for the fire-proof 
construction of buildings surround- 
ing the Equitable there is little doubt 
in the opinion of Fire Commissioner 
Johnson that with the 60-mile gale 
blowing a great conflagration would 
have resulted. The adjoining build- 
ings, however, proved effective vant- 
age points from which to pour streams 
upon the burning roof. 

One of the most dangerous ordeals 
the firemen had to face was showers 
of granite chips, many of them large 
enough to crush a man, which peeled 
off the facade of the building when 
subjected to the intense heat On one 
side and icy cold on the other. 

Searching for the Victims. 

Aided by  searchlights from the 
lofty Singer building firemen began 
a systematic search of the third floor 
tonight for the body of Battalion 
Chief Walsh. Masses of ice covering 
the debris made their work exceed- 
ingly difficult with little prospect 
that. the body could be found until 
the ice had heen cut away. 

The coating of ice, according to Fire 


Chief Kenlon, was all that was hold-j 


ing the weakened walls of the struc- 
ture together in some places and he 
expressed the fear that as sdon as 
this icy cement melted the remainder 
of the building might collapse. : 

As soon as was possible news of 
the extent of the blaze was telephoned 
to Mrs. E. H. Harriman, who was in- 
formed that the records of the Har. 
riman railway system had been de- 
stroyed. 

“Are they all gone—I mean all that 
haven't been removed before?” asked 
Mrs. Harriman. & 

“That part of the stry¢ture ts de- 
stroyed,” was the response. 

“Well, let us be thankful, the fire 
has not destroyed the railroads,” said 
Mrs. Harriman. 


The Future of the Amiipinun 


Novel. 
(Arnold Bennett in The. North Ameri- 
can Review for January.) 

The great argument in favor of the 
future of the American novel; ... 
lies in the strenuousness, the variety 
and the essential romance of Ameri- 
can life. A strenuous national . life 
always leads to fine art. The great 
French romantic movement of the 
ineteenth century had its roots in 
the revolution and the Napoleonic 
wars. It may be more or less true 
that America, by the ardor of its will- 
to-live, is gradually becoming a. mass 
of overwrought nerves, a vast stom- 
ach for the reception of patent medi- 
cines; but it is infallibly certain that 
this intensity of competition, this in- 
terplay of warring activities, | this 
havoc of operations in Wall street, 
these monstrous concatenations of 
dollars, will lead to enterprises equal- 
ly prodigious, fierce and astounding 
in the region of imaginative art.

Mr. Stanley declared he had reached 
the end of courteous treatment of the 
so-called steel trust officers. Repre- 
sentative Levy, of New-York, a demo- 
crat, who said he opposed the in- 
quiry as an interference with busi- 
ness stability, was assured by Mr. 
Stanley that he “need not lose any 
Sleep, even though Mr. Levy had J. P. 
Morgan as one of his constituents.” 

Retorts With a Threat. 

Representative Bowman, of Penn- 
sylvania, questioned Mr. Stanley's 
Statements that steel rails had sold 
uniformly at $28 a ton since the steel 
trust’s formation. Mr. Stanley retort- 
ed with a threat to subpoena Mr. 
Bowman. : 

Representative Young, of Michigan, 
a republican member of the committee, 
took issue with Chairman Stanley’s 
statement that the committee's work 
had forced the steel corporafion’s rail- 
roads in Minnesota to lower the rate 
for carrying ore.

Wastefulness 
and inefficiency are themselves virtu- 
ally forms of graft. They afford op- 
portunities for every kind of abuse.” 

The governor savs the number of 
state boards igs confusing and he rec- 
ommends a commission to consider 
co-ordination of state administrative 
agencies : 

He declares the machinery for ‘su- 
pervision of public health is “woefully 
inadequate.” He would wage war on 
tbe mosquito and the house fly. He 
would eliminate the danger arising 
from smoke and gas emanating fromns 
factories and locomotives in cities. He 
would simplify the judiciary, declar- 
‘ing “our legal precedure is too tech- 
nical and unschooled.” 

He would provide plenty of protec- 
tion to the working man.

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STRIKES FRANCE 
Morocco Trealy Causes the Res- 


ignalion of Foreign Minister 


Alleged That Private Interests 
Had Much to Do With the 
Franco-German Agreement 
About Morocco and the 
Congo. | 


Paris, January 9.—The Franco-Ger- 
man Morocco’ treaty, which ended the 
warecrisis a few méoénths ago, brougiit 
about thik evening, in a dramatic mah- 
ner, the resignation of the French for- 
eign minister Justin de Solves. This 
threatens to be followed by a general 
parliamentary investigation and a 
ministerial upheaval. 

Charges that financiers of France 
and Germdny were permitted to carry 
on secret negotiations relative to the 
Congo and Morocco caused the rupture, 
Premier Cailiaux, before the state com- 
mittee gave his word of honor that 
there had been no such negotiations, 
but the foreign minister declined to 
back the premier, and refused to’ make 
a Statement pro or con. 

The crisis has been brewing ever 
since the treaty was signed due to re- 
peated allegations that the French am- 
bassador, Jules Cambon, did not have 
a free. hand in the negotiations wiih 
Germany and that other negotiations, 
of which. the foreign office and. am- 
bassador were ignorant, were being 
secretly conducted by the two coun- 
tries, concerning railroad concessions 
in the Cungo, Kamerun and Mofrocecvw. 

The Storm Breaks. 

The storm broke at the meeting of 
the -senate commiftee with ex-Premier 
Clemenceau holding a great advan- 
tage. Premier Calillaux denied therw 
had éver been semi-official pourpar- 
lers before the interview at Kissin- 
gen. He had, he said, repudiated a 
contract for railread concessions al- 
leged to have been made between a 
Frenchman named Fondere, and Dr. 
Semler, a member of the Reichstag. 

He told of negotiations relative to 
proposed railroads in Morocco, and af- 
firmed that he was happy to give 
his word of honor that there had been 
no negotiations except those of which 
the foreign office and M. Cambon was 
fully cognizant. 

M. Clemenceau arose and looked fix- 
edly at the foreign minister. 

“Will you confirm the statement of 
the premeir?’ he asked. 

M. De Selves at first refused -o 
answer, but pressed by Senator Bour- 
geers, chairman of the committee, fi- 
nally said: 

“I cannot answer the quéstion. — I 
am tied between a double duty—to 
stick to the truth and tell al), and not 
to hurt the interests of the country 
by deserting the cabinet.” 


Caused a Sensation. 

These words caused a sensation and 
the committee adjourned in great con- 
fusion. 
acted in the ante-room to which Pre— 
mier Catllaux, Foreign Minister de 
Selves and ex-Premier Clemencedu 
withdrew. M. Clemenceau, according 
to friends of M. de Selves, reproached 
Premier Ceillaux in violent terms for 
festering secret negotiations, of which 
M. Clemenceau said he had been for 
a long time informed. The foreign 
minister frankly told the premier that 
he could no longer sit beside him in 
the cabinet, and therefore resigned. 

M. de Selves sent his resignation to. 
President Fallieres, In his letter he 
pointed out that he no longer wished 
to assume the responsibility of the 
foreign portfolio, with a split in the 
cabinet. He also issued a statement 
saying he was confident he had served 
his country well—a task often not easy 
for in thé last ‘six months he had 
faced enormous difficulties. He added 
that he could not publicly protest 
against thestatement of Premier Cail- 
laux. On the other hand, his con- 
science forebade him to confirm it. 


Premier Issues Statement. 


The premier likewise issued a state- 


ment, in which he insisted. that he 
had told the whole truth, He had al- 
ways refused, he said, to listen to 
people who approached him relative tu 


the negotiations, saying that Ambas-. 


sador Cambon alone had the right te 


speak for France. 

Tonight the other cabinet ministers 
met to discuss the situation, but no 
action was taken. It is rumored that 
M. Delcasse, minister of marine, may 
be appointed head of the foreign of- 
fice.

CHINA HAS LOST MONGOLIA; “ 
RUSSIA TO TAKE PROVINCE 

Pekin, January 9%.—To the Russian 
Pekin, M. She- 
kino, Mongolian independence is large- 
ly due, M. Shekine has- always been 
aggressive. As soon .as he assumed 
control of the legation here he began 
ufging the administration at St. Pet- 
erbsurg to become active, declaring 
that the time was ripe for assump- 
tion of control in Mongolia. Russia’s 
action is known in but few ‘quarters 
in Pekin, as the Russians are main- 
taining secrecy and the Chinese, be- 
ing chagrined, ‘are saying little. It is 
believed the Chinese government first 
informed the American legation of 
the situation with respect to Mongolia, 
hoping for sympathy. 

The opinion persists that Great Bri- 
tain has been fully @ware of Russia’s 
intentions for some weeks. <A Mon- 
golian prince now in Pekin, says 
Russia has been increasing her mili- 
tary forees in Mongolia for the pro- 
tection of Russian traders. Mutinies 
and revolts are reported among: the 
various Chinese garrisons in Mongolia. 

Mongolian news is almost entirely 
from Russian sources, and reports un- 
doubtedly are being circulated with 
the object of indicating that Rssia 
may interfere if the Chinese garrisons 
are not removed.

Each evidently 
believes’ that time will cause havoc to 
the other's finances or will effect dis- 
sensions., Meanwhile conditions are 
becoming worse in many of the prov- 
inces. 

Yuan Shi Kai adheres to his demand 
that the proposed national convention 
to settle the fate of China shall con- 
sist of representatives of every dis- 
trict and each province and shall meet 
at Pekin. The republicans are ob- 
durate, and the belief is growing that 
general hostilities are not far off. 
Notwithstanding the armistice, the im- 
perialists at. Sia Kan and Han Yang 
are proceeding in the direction of 
Ho-Nan. -«
